The ex amining bo ard granted Hu er­ 
tas a certificate to teach in the pu blic 
scho o ls o f the Chero kee natio n, and he 
was assigned to n scho o l in the Illino is 
district, near Fo rt Gibso n. 
Hu ertas, 
apparently abo u t 18 y ears o ld, 
was 
prepo ssessing in appearance, bu t less 
ro bu st than the av erage man. 
He was 
refined and well edu cated. 
In time Hu ertas' pecu liar manner 
aro u sed su spicio n, and it was whisper­ 
ed that he was a wo man masqu erading 
in m an’s attire. 
It was difficult to 
pro secu te an inqu iry , as the Chero kees 
had 110 ju risdictio n at law o v er a 
n o n ­ 
citizen. As a final ex pedient, the co m­ 
mander o f the military garriso n at Fo rt 
Gibso n was prev ailed upo n to arrest 
Hu ertas u nder the Federal law.

There Is no su bject receiv ing clo ser 
attentio n fro m engineers than the qu es­ 
tio n o f ro ad-bu ll ding. 
There is y et to 
be fo und a perfeet ro ad o r a perfect 
pav ement, bu t we are learning so me­ 
thing ev ery y ear. A man mu st keep at 
It all the time o r he will beco me a back 
number. 
The ex tensiv e u se o f the au to mo bile 
has made it necessary to change the 
metho d o f co nstru ctio n o f 
macadam 
ro adway s. 
Many will he su rprised to 
kno w that thi'se so ft ru bber-tired v ehi­ 
cles will do many times mo re damage 
than the heav iest lo aded tru ck wago n. 
The slip and su ctio n o f the ru bber tires 
tends to lo o sen the sto nes upo n 
the 
wearing su rface, and 
the 
o rdinary 
macadam ro ml so o n gets fu ll o f little 
cups o r depressio ns du e to the au to ­ 
mo bile. 
It has also !>eo n fo und that in heav y 
clay and lo am so ils the mu ddy wheels 
will pick up a small to p sto ne, carry it 
alo ng and dro p it after the wheel has 
made a few tu rns; 
this distu rbs the 
su rface and makes it ro ugh. 
These tro u bles are o bv iated by bu ild­ 
ing the ro ad practically u pside do wn; 
that is, Instead o f the o ld way o f pu t­ 
ting the large sto nes 011 the bo tto m and 
the small o nes 011 to p, the pro cess is 
rev ersed, so that sto nes 2Va to 3 Inches 
In diameter make up the to p 
lay er. 
These are ro lled do wn firmly into po ­ 
sitio n by the steam ro ller so that they 
interlo ck, and ju st eno ugh o f fine sto ne 
screenings are u sed to fill the spaces 
between tho large sto nes. 
While at 
first the ro ad do es no t lo o k so smo o th 
and nice as by the o ld metho d o f co n­ 
stru ctio n, It lasts much lo nger, giv es 
v ery much less du st, and tho co st o f 
maintaining the ro ad Is much less, the 
sto ne being so large they do no t cling 
to the mu ddy wheels; and after a y ear 
o r two o f u se n ro ad o f this co nstru c­ 
tio n will be smo o th, while o ne with the 
small sto nes at tho to p Is unev en. The 
bu ilders o f macadam ro ads will 
do 
well to bear this In mind. The Illino is 
State Highway Engineer was o ne o f 
the first to ado pt this metho d o f co n­ 
stru ctio n, and he lias 
demo nstrated 
the v alu e o f it. 
In the interest o f go o d ro ads there 
o ught to be a heav ier tax upo n au to ­ 
mo biles and the mo ney used fo r keep­ 
ing the ro ads in repair. 
There o u ght 
also to be a penalty fo r the use o f nar­ 
ro w tires. 
The o rdinary farm wago n 
sho uld hav e at least a 3-inch tire. 
If 
siiffli tires were In general use, it wo uld 
be wo rth hu ndreds o f tho u sands o f do l­ 
lars 
a 
y ear to ev ery State In the 
Unio n. Wide tires make ro ads, narro w 
tiro s destro y them. 


acres was made fo r a natio nal park a; 
Su lphu r practically all o f the business 
sectio n o f the to wn was included. The 
buildings were appraised by the go v ern­ 
ment and the o wners go t the mo ney . 
Then the to wn was started anew so u th 
o f the o ld to wn site. 
J. M. Bay less. o f Uassv ille, Mo ., was 
sent fo r by the Frisco Railro ad and 
to ld to build a railro ad fro m the main 
line o f the Frisco at Hicko ry to Sul­ 
phur. 
lie bu ilt the ro ad and then the 
Bland Ho tel. 
This magnificent ho tel, 
with its 120 gu est ro o ms, fo rty business 
ro o ms and an assembly hall that seats 
1,000 perso ns, was, when it was co m­ 
pleted, the finest ho tel In Indian Ter­ 
rito ry . 
Bu t it was nev er o pened. 
Ju st ns it was co mpleted the Sec­ 
retary o f the Interio r v isited Su lphu r, 
disco v ered o ther mineral springs so u th 
o f the Bland Ho tel, went back to Wash­ 
ingto n and go t Co ngress to pass an act 
In April, 1004, taking mo re land Into 
the natio nal park, and this new segre 
gatio n included the Bland Ho tel. Ju st 
as it was co mpleted a go v ernment agent 
appeared and po sted a no tice o n the 
do o rs that the pro perty had been taken 
o v er by the go v ernment. 
In May o f 
that y ear the Indian Territo ry Bankers’ 
Asso ciatio n was entertained in this ho ­ 
tel, and then Its do o rs were lo cked. 
The ho tel co mpany was paid $50,000 
by the go v ernment fo r the building 
The bu ilding is so lo cated that it can 
no t he drained witho u t po llu ting so me 
o f tho springs In the natio nal park. 
Fo r that reaso n it can nev er he utilized 
as a ho tel where it stands. 
The go v ­ 
ernment has tried time and again to 
sell the material and hav e the bu ild­ 
ing to rn do wn, bu t has nev er been o f­ 
fered mo re than $12J<00 fo r it, which 
was refu sed. 
»So the bu ilding Stands 
there v acant, ex cept fo r the go v ern 
ment caretaker. 
A mo v ement has been started 
to 
hav e tho go v ernment tu rn the building 
into an Indian mu seu m. 
If this fails 
the State may try to bu y the building 
to co nv ert it into a so ldiers’ ho me.

Linco ln wanted a go o d federal o ffice 
and refu sed a po o r o ne that was o f­ 
fered. 
He wished to be senato r fro m 
Illino is and also to be go v erno r. 
It Is 
tru e that he was magnanimo u s eno ugh 
to retire at times when his chances 
seemed best becau se o f party harmo ny , 
bu t he nev er ceased to crav e o ffice o r 
to wo rk fo r It In a way which in these 
day s many perso ns wo uld think u ndig­ 
nified. 
Linco ln wanted to be president and 
went so far ns to o ffer to pay a Kansas 
nnr. handso mely (fo r tho se times), to 
beco me a delegate In his fav o r. 
If 
Taft, Kno x , Fairbanks, Hughes o r Can­ 
no n sho u ld write such a letter no w It 
wo uld bo fatal bu t it was co nsidered 
go o d po litical mo rals in the day s o f 
Linco ln. 
Ho w deftly and ho w strangely Lin­ 
co ln maneu v ered to secu re his reno mi­ 
natio n is well kno wn. 
He co uld no t 
hav e been defeated bu t he feared ho 
might be, and ho used v ery pro per, if 
u nnecessary , metho ds, 
which 
at 
the 
present wo uld be co nsidered o f the ma­ 
chine o rder. 
When Linco ln wanted any thing he 
went after it In manly fashio n. 
Ho 
was no po litical pru de and ho knew 
ho w things co uld be acco mplished with­ 
o ut disho no r. 
Bu t men who do so me 
o f the things, ho no rable alike in his 
day and this, which he did, are accused 
o f being bo sses and po litical marplo ts.

ficiency of the men who are still employed. 
Now tha t jobs are com paratively hard to 
get, the man who has one does ids best, 
o r a t least bis much better, to convince his employer 
tha t he is worth keeping, and Ids output of labor and 
am ount of production have both notably increased over 
w ha t they were in the days when discharge w as some­ 
thing not at all to he feared and “soldiering” was as 
■fca-fe-ns it was pleasant 
pleasant to all except the man 
who paid the wages, that is. 
Itoughly stated by one* observer, the m em ber of a 
big contracting firm, sixty new men now do as much as 
100 did formerly, w ith a corresponding reduction In the 
cost of the work done. This, in many cases, has changed 
w ha t had seemed to be a losing contract into a proflt- 
nble one, and has made possible the continuance of 
operations that otherwise would have had to stop. 
Looking deeper into the m atter, one gets some new 
light on the petty reasons so often given in the past as 
Justification of the worker who did not exert himself to 
his fullest capacity. 
This, it was said, was for altruistic 
reasons 
in order that there might be work enough to go 
round and non" should he left w ithout employment. 
Ap­ 
parently an even stronger argum ent along these lines 
could now be made. hut. if the facts are as stated, the 
inclination to make it has departed and in its place has

The answ er may be given that the 
conditions are not the same, for K ash­ 
m ir is habitable by a large number of 
people, In altitudes ranging from 2.500 
to in,Ooo feet, while 'Tibet at 14,000 to 
20,000 feet could not sustain a large 
population. 
Yet should the ultim ate 
outcome of tlx* British political

sion to Lhassa with its military accom­ 
panim ent be the prospecting of 
the 
H im alayas for gold, .and discoveries of 
tha t precious metal be made, the w ater 
power would bo utilized as in the Ivolar 
gold fields of Mysore.

m ent In one of Its prim ary forms al­ 
ready is seen.

To-day remote recesses of the Chumbi 
valley in 'Tibet are in communication 
w ith the world’s centers— London, New 
York, Hongkong—for the messages are 
transm itted to Darjeeling, the indian 
gatew ay to the Tibetan passes, retele- 
raphed to Calcutta or Bombay and then 
cabled to their destination.

It has been remarked that the effec­ 
tive life of incandescent electric lamp« 
is mu ch longer with clear than with 
grou nd glass bu lbs. 
E. P. Hyde ex­ 
plains this fact as follows: 
A thin de­ 
posit of carbon is formed on the in­ 
terior su rface of the bu lbs, and this 
absorbs a certain portion of the radia­ 
tion from the filament. 
When the 
glass Is dea r the light passes straight 
throu gh, su ffering a definite loss from 
the carbon film. 
When the glass is 
frosted the light u ndergoes many re­ 
flections in the Interior of the bu lb 
from the innu merable facets, and at 
each reflection It loses something on 
accou nt of the obstru cting film.

I noticed the other day a letter from 
“Chicagoan,” giving liis views of how 
profane and other bad langu ages exist 
in New York, and stating that it is a 
good deal worse there than in the West. 
I can vou ch for that fact, says a cor­ 
respondent of the New York Tribu ne. 
Althou gh there the flow of profanity 
is disgu sting, still on a recent trip I 
did not hear it to the extent you will 
hear it in the Hast, where it seems to 
have become epidemic. 
Boston seems 
to be keeping pace with all other cities 
In this direction. 
The most flagrant 
of all expressions you will hoar is the 
name of the Almighty and the Saviou r. 
You can hear this from men and you ths 
in almost any direction you go, and it 
is time that every effort shou ld be 
taken to prohibit this, as it is really 
becoming a disgrace to the nation. 
The stage is becoming one of the 
greatest distribu tors of profane and 
bad langu age. 
Owing to its u se hav­ 
ing become so common among,the peo­ 
ple, the play writer has come to think 
that a produ ction is not complete with­ 
ou t profanity, and therefore he takes 
tin' license to u se it. 
Of late in depicting Western plays 
profanity lias been introdu ced as it 
existed in the mining towns. 
Tills 
shou ld have been prevented at the start, 
as it only encou rages profanity. 
I 
wrote a letter two years ago to news­ 
papers regarding the amou nt of pro­ 
fane and bad langu age that was u sed 
in “The Girl from the Golden West." I 
thou ght it was very improper to have 
su ch expressions u sed before a respect­ 
able au dience, as it was making fami­ 
lies and the children u ndesirably famil­ 
iar with them. 
I think, therefore, the stage has done 
a great deal toward increasing the 
flow of profanity at the present time. 
The heads of the police departments 
of St. Lou is, Chicago and other cities 
have come to tin* conclu sion that the 
police themselves are among the cau ses 
of the extensive u se of profanity, and 
believe them tin* right ones to start in 
to check it. and this withou t dou bt is 
tru e. 
Now, why not also experiment 
on the theater? 
There are also the 
writers of novels and books of 
all 
classes to be taken into accou nt. These 
writers also have come to think that 
their pu blications 
are 
not complete 
withou t u sing profanity or other strong 
words. 
The time has come when a 
halt shou ld be made if there is to he 
any consideration given to respect for 
ou r langu age.

In Billington v. Miller, 
*¡7 Atlantic 
Rejmrter, P.”."». the Su preme Cou rt of 
New Jersey held that an ordinance for­ 
bidding roller skating <»n the street was 
valid. 
It was contended that this 
o r ­ 
dinance wou ld interfere with skating 
as a means of travel, bu t the cou rt 
held that this w a s not the intention of 
th« ' city au thorities, and, if a right to 
u se the street for mere sport existed, 
It was su bject to mu nicipal control, 
in the case of 
Billings 
Mu t. Tele­ 
phone Co. v. Rocky Mou ntain Bell Tel­ 
ephone <’o., 155 Federal Reporter, 2<» 7. 
the cou rt held that, u nder I he Consti­ 
tu tion and statu tes of that State, one 
telephone company may compel a com­ 
peting company to give connections for 
long distance service, and that the right 
to connect Inclu ded the right to u se. 
The cou rt Intimated, however, that this 
relief cou ld not be granted except u nder 
the Constitu tion and statu tes referred 
to. 
The validity of a law 
prohibiting 
one to organize, maintain, and employ 
an armed body of men was q u estioned 
In the recent case of State v, (fold, !Ki 
Pacific Reporter, 259, on the grou nd 
that it violated the <*onstitu tional gu ar­ 
anty that the right of a citizen to bear 
arms in defense of himself or the state 
shall not be impaired.

A statement recently made before th# 
bu dget committee of the Japanese diet 
brou ght to pu blic attention for the first 
time since the close of the war details 
of what Japan Is doing with the sou th­ 
ern half of the Island of 
Sakhalin, 
awarded to her as one of the prizes of 
victory by the peace of Uortsmou th, 
says the Charleston News and Cou rier. 
From what Mr. Ku magae, chief of the 
civil government staff in the new prov­ 
ince, had to say It appears that the 
empire has not begu n to realize mu ch 
from its new possession. 
The head of 
the civil 
government 
which the Japanese have established at 
Korsakoff as a capital told the commit­ 
tee that mu ch money wou ld have to 
be expended in developing the bleak 
island before any great amou nt of rev­ 
enu e was secu red. One million yen has 
>cen given by the Japanese treasu ry an­ 
nu ally since Sakhalin fell into the grip 
of Japanese armies for the su pport of 
the machinery of civil government es­ 
tablished there. 
From thirty Japanese residents du r­ 
ing the Ru ssian occu pation the nu mber 
of the emperor’s su bjects living on the 
northern island has increased to 30,000, 
according to Mr. Ku magae’s figu res, de­ 
spite the arctic cold of the winters 
there. 
The Japanese officials have system- 
tlcally divided their general inq u iry as 
to the produ ctivity of Sakhalin into 
several channels. 
At the present time 
they have partial reports u pon tlie fu ­ 
tu re of marine produ cts, mines, agri­ 
cu ltu re nnd cattle raising. 
Ju st now 
abou t the only resou rces of tin* island 
that attract Japanese residents is the 
fisheries, which are practically inex­ 
hau stible, Concessions have been grant 
ed for the working of two coal deposits, 
bu t the m atter of transportation across 
the island and from a seaport to J a ­ 
pan is in su ch a state at this time that 
nothing can be done in the development 
of these mines. 
It Is a savage land the Japanese have 
set themselves to conq u er there on Sa­ 
khalin. 
Every yen that is 
received 
from the imperial treasu ry has to go 
toward the bu ilding of roads throu gh 
the forests and the constru ction of ex­ 
ecu tive offices at the few villages. 
Mr. Ku magao, citing the experience 
of America in the Philippines, cou nsel­ 
ed patience on the part of the Japa­ 
nese government. 
That wou ld win in 
the end, he said.

gance and waste which have 
distin­ 
gu ished the cu isine of the average At­ 
lantic liner. 
The cu riou s tiling Is that 
this somewhat 
senseless 
competition 
has been proceeding regardless of the 
fact that I11 the last fou r years the 
cost of feeding the first-class passenger 
lias probably gone u p by not less than 
25 per cent. 
From the standpoint of economy, It 
was time that ft halt was called in the 
interests of the steamship companies. 
Bu t the first-class passenger is himself 
wielding an influ ence which cannot be 
overlooked. 
IB* has fou nd that the 
more volu minou s the menu the longer 
the dinner is drawn ou r, u ntil the re­ 
straint of the table d’hote has become 
almost u nbearable.

dency is all In favor of freedom. Peo­ 
ple are nowadays not always willing 
or ready to eat at stated hou rs, nnd to 
sit down to stated dishes u nder stated 
conditions.
